This is a decision on the PETITION TO CORRECT INVENTORSfflP IN A NON- 
PROVISIONAL PATENT APPLICATION filed July 14, 1997 to correct inventorship under 37 
C.F.R. 1.48(a) by adding the name of Thomas p. Klun, Stefan H. Gryska and Larry R. Krepski to 
the list of inventors of the instant application.
